MICHAEL STEWART 
“Michael Stewart, a 25-year old black artist, was arrested in September 1983 for 
scrawling graffiti in a Manhattan subway station. Within an hour of his arrest he was 
brought to Bellevue Hospital in a coma, where he died 13 days later. What happened 
during that hour? Tests indicated that Mr. Stewart had been drinking. and the police report 
indicated that he had to be restrained with ‘necessary force’ after he began kicking officers. 
"Witnesses say they saw police officers beat and kick Mr. Stewart, but they were 
unable to identify specific officers. Medical experts...variously attributed death to spinal 
cord injury. acute intoxication, "blunt force trauma,” blows to the neck, chest or side. and
